Babson Park, Fla.— The biggest 
researcli job ever u n derta ken by 
any nation in any ago begins on 
Monday when the 
19 40 
census 
starts. Each decade this vast nose- 
counting project gets bigger, the 
blanks longer, the questions more 
personal. 
However, asi long as 
people w ant to tu rn to Unple Sam 
for help when they are in trouble 
they m u st expect to furnish the 
information which th e government 
needs, in order intelligently to pro­ 
vide such help. 


Notwithstanding all th e hulla­ 
baloo about “ your income,” most 
anxiously awaited reply will be to 
th e question, “ Are you em ployed?” 
I fear the nation will be shocked 
w hen th e answers to this query 
are added, tabulated, published. 
However, it will be impossible to 
compare this figure with any pre­ 
vious totals. 
Our natio nal ideas 
on unemployment have changed 
drastically in the past ten years, 
we w ent “ un em p lo y m en t-c onsci- 
o us” during the 30’s. 
Ten years 
ago a jobless family of four was 
content to consider th a t one p er­ 
son— usually th e fathe r— was u n ­ 
employed. 
Today, 
th a t 
family 
would report there are four out 
of work. 


31illions of Working Wives 
During the last decade, business 
has been unable to absorb the trek 
of women into industry and lind 
new jobs for the displaced males. 
It is estimated th a t 
there 
are 
three to four 
million 
nu\rried 
women holding jobs. 
Of course, 
in many cases these wives are the 
sole support of theii’ own family, 
of their aged parents, or of some 
other family. 
My hat is off to any 
wife with guts enough to support 
the family if her husband cannot 
or will not do so. 
But many peo­ 
ple believe something 
must 
be 
(lone about those cases whore both 
husband and wife 
are 
holding 
'down good jobs. 


I’uder 
normal 
conditions 
T 
would feel th at nothing need be 
done legislatively about the prob­ 
lem of working wives and h u s­ 
bands. 
Today's conditions, how­ 
ever. are not normal. 
There are 
millions of men out of work, the 
government is supporting upwards 
of twenty million people, federal 
expenses have soaied to an all- 
time peak. 
At least one-quarter 
of this money goes directly for 
relief and anothe!- 25 per cent for 
lecovery “ aids.” In addition, nea r­ 
ly every town and city luns com­ 
munity chests. 


.Adding to Tii.v Burden 
Yet, from one end of tlio coun­ 
try to the other there are glaring 
examples of wives holding down 
good jobs while 
their 
husbands 
a re doing likewi.iie. 
These cases 
cover public jobs as well as pri­ 
vate employment. 


So long as wo have lo liaiul over 
one-quarter of our income every 
yrai- to meet 
government 
bills 
(which have been pushed up to 
record highs to support the job­ 
less') 
then some type of formal 
action to stoj) this 
practieo 
is 
bound to come. 


A 
Ktorm 
of controversy has 
raged around this subject for years. 
Protectors 
of 
the 
homo 
have 
thumped th e tub against working 
wives on the basis that the place 
for the wife is in the home. 
They 
insist that if we wish lo continue 
with our present s>stem of the 
family us the unit of society, we 
must coniine tlu? wife to her real 
role of mother and homemaker. 
I 
think a lot of words aro wasted 
in arguing along this line. 
If the 
family as the unit of society is 
RoiUR otit the window, then we 
can not stem the tide simply by 
putting a new law on tlie i)ooks. 
Only a spiritual family awakeuiiifi 
will solve the i)robleni proi)erly.

My only objection to married 
women working is hascfi on cold 
economic grounds. Wui-king wives 
take m a n y part-time 
Jobs, 
they 
work at lowei- pay .scales than sin­ 
gle women, they create a surplus 
of labor, they fill joh.s ihat u n ­ 
employed men could handle, 'j'he 
tide of resentment 
against 
Ihe 
practice is rising steadily through­ 
out the nation. 
1 understand lhat 
two state legislatures have already 
adopted 
laws 
de.signed to force 
married women out of industly. 
Twenty - eight 
other 
legislatures 
have considered the subject. 


Yet if legislation is to be adopt­ 
ed, 1 hope it will be practical, sen­ 
sible, not too restrictive. 
There 
are hundreds and 
hundreds 
of 
cases that must be made exempt— 
cases where th e wife must help 
support her own family, an u n ­ 
employed 
brother's 
family, 
an 
aged mothei- or father. 
If any 
legislation is adopted, it should 
not automatically purge married 
women from industry. 
It should 
m e r e l y prohibit both husband and 
wife from holding certain types 
of 
jobs, 
espei'ially 
government 
jobs. 
In many a family the wife 
makes a far l)pttei’ bread-winner 


•shouldn't she hold the family job 
while th e husband stays at home 
aud changes the baby’s diapers? 


Slumlrt Hecognizo Trend 
W ork in g wives can make out a 
splendid case for themselves. Yet 
1 believe they would be smarter 
if they recognized this rising tide 
of 
national 
resentment 
against 
both husbands and wives working 
where th ere is no need for both 
to work. 
They would do far bet­ 
ter to resign thoir jobs now and 
prevent 
restrictive 
legislation— 
legislation which it 
may 
take 
years to repeal. 
We already have 
too 
m any 
regulations 
shackling 
employers and employes. 
But if 
wives insist on 
working 
when 
their husbands have good 
jobs, 
then they must face the day of 
reckoning.

Working Wives Under 
Fire, Babson Reports 
Briefly Told 


BV ROGER VV. BABSON 
Babson J .ck, Fla.— The biggest, 
research job ever undertaken b; 
any nation in any age begins on 
Monday when the 
1940 
census 
starts. Each decade this vast nose- 
counting project gets bigger, the 
blanks longer, the questions more 
personal. 
However, as long as 
people want to turn to Uncle Sam 
for help when they are In trouble 
they must expect to furnish the 
information which the government 
needs in order intelligently to pro­ 
vide such help. 
Notwithstanding all the hulla­ 
baloo about “your income,” most 
anxiously awaited reply will be to 
the question, “Are you employed?” 
I fear the nation will be shocked 
when the answers to this query 
are added, tabulated, published. 
However, it will be impossible to 
compare this figure with any pre­ 
vious totals. 
Our national ideas 
on unemployment have changed 
drastically in the past ten years. 
we wrent “unemployment -c onsct- 
ous” during the 30’s. 
Ten years 
ago a jobless family of four was 
content to consider that one per­ 
son— usually the father— was un­ 
employed. 
Today, 
that 
family 
would report there are four out 
of work. 
Millions of Working Wives 
During the last decade, business 
has been unable to absorb the trek 
of women Into industry an d find 
new jobs for the displaced males. 
It is estimated that 
th e re 
are 
three to four 
million 
married 
women holding jobs. 
Of course, 
in many cases these wives are the 
sole support of their own family, 
of their aged parents, or of some 
other family, 
My hat is off to any 
wife with guts enough to support 
the family if her husband cannot 
or will not do so. 
But m a n y peo­ 
ple believe so meth in g 
m u st 
he 
done about those cases where both 
husband and wife 
are 
holding 
down good jobs. 
Under 
normal 
conditions 
T 
would feel that nothing need he 
done legislatively about the prob­ 
lem of Avorking wives and h u s ­ 
bands. 
Today's conditions, how­ 
ever, are not normal. 
T h ere are 
millions of men out of work, the 
government is supporting upwards 
of twenty million people, federal 
expenses have soared to an all- 
time peak. 
At least one-quarter 
of this money goes directly for 
relief and another 25 per cent for 
recovery “ aids.” In addition, n ea r­ 
ly every town and city runs com­ 
munity chests. 
Adding to Tax Burden 
Yet, from one end of the coun­ 
try to the other there a r e glaring 
examples of wives holding down 
good jobs while 
their 
husbands 
are doing likewise. 
These cases 
cover public jobs as well as pri­ 
vate employment. 
So long as we have lo hand over 
one-quarter of our income every 
year to meet 
governm ent 
bills 
(which have been pushed up to 
record highs to support tile job­ 
less'! 
then some type of formal 
action to stop this 
practice 
is 
bound to come. 
A 
storm 
of controversy has 
raged around this subject for years. 
Protectors 
of 
the 
home 
have 
thum ped th e tub against working 
wives on the basis that the place 
for the wife is in the home. 
They 
insist that if we wish to continue 
with our present system of the 
family as the unit of society, we 
must confine the wife to her real 
role of mother and hom em aker. 
I 
think a lot of words a re wasted 
in arguing along this line. 
If the 
family as the unit of society is 
going out the window, then we 
can not stem the tide simply by 
putting a new law on the books. 
Only a spiritual family aw akenin g 
will solve the problem properly. 
Real Objections Arc Economic 
My only objection to married 
women working is based on cold 
economic grounds. W orking wives 
take many part-time 
jobs, 
they 
work at lower pay scales than sin­ 
gle women, they create a surplus 
of labor, they till jobs that u n ­ 
employed men could handle. The 
tide of resentment 
against 
the 
practice Is rising steadily th ro u g h ­ 
out the nation. 
I understand Hint 
two state legislatures have already 
adopted 
la v s 
designed to force 
married women out of industry. 
Twenty - eight 
other 
legislatures 
have considered tile subject. 
Yet if legislation is to he adopt­ 
ed, I hope it will be practical, sen­ 
sible. not too restrictive. 
There 
are hundreds and 
hundreds 
of 
cases that must be made exempt— 
rases where tile wife must help 
support her own family, an u n ­ 
employed 
brother's 
family, 
an 
aged mother or father. 
lf any 
legislation is adopted, it should 
not automatically purge married 
women from Industry.

Chicago— R ep resen tative 
K a r l 
E. M undt (S.D .). Avho has waged 
a continuous fight to p u rify A m er­ 
ica’s w’aters since he w ent to the 
U. S. House 
of R ep resentatives 
two years ago, last night m ade 
a critical analysis of pending fed­ 
eral legislation 
before a 
large 
banquet gathering held in 
con­ 
junction w ith 
the 18th A n n u al 
N ational Izaak W a lto n T.eague of 
A m erica convention here. 


The Rep resentative from South 
D akota w eighed the B a rk le y bill, 
S. 6 85, as amended by M undt, in 
the balance and 
found 
it 
not 
w anting. 


“ Tho bill as am ended In 
and 
passed ])v the House lias 
good 
and bad features,” Alundt adm it­ 
ted, “ Bu t, on the w hole is 
ex­ 
cellent. 
W'e asked fo r a lo a f—• 
we W'ere offered a stone— but we 
compromised for a few' slices of 
bread,’’ 


“ It is m y belief th at the b ill as 
amended offers about a ll that w ill 
be needed in the w ay of 
fed eral 
legislation for tlie control of pol­ 
lution.” Aliindt told 
the 
large 
group of conservationists g ath er­ 
ed to hear his talk. 


“ Fn d er the term s of the hill, 
continued studies w ill bo 
m ade 
of existing sources of pollution, 
hut no new sources sh all be dis­ 
charged until and unless approv­ 
ed by a D ivision of P o llu tio n Con­ 
trol. set up l)v leg islatio n .” 


“ This w ill have th© effect 
of 
putting those denied the right to 
discharge pollutants on the side 
of the conservationists.”

Mundt pointed

bill would result in that common

stances.”

B a rk le y 
bit, 
m arks the first tim e ( ’ongress has 
declare diiolliition to be con trary 
to public p o licy.” 
M undt 
said. 
“ The bill defines pollution as a 
public and common nuisance. 
It 
is a great victo ry fo r conserva­ 
tion, after a five-year fight 
for 
national 
legislation 
to control 
jiollution 
headed 
by 
the Izaak 
W alton League and supported by 
hundreds of conservation and civ­ 
ic groups.” 


Alundt stated 
that a ll Ind ica­ 
tions pointed to passage of 
the 
hill as amended by the House.

GET MORE USE 


Farmers Seek Permits to 
Take Material for 
Sweetening Soil 


Lansing 
B lea ter use by Mich­ 
igan farmers of the s ta te ’s 
ex­ 
tensive marl deposits, for sweet­ 
ening a* id, sour soils is reflect* 
iii 
greater demand 
for 
permits 
for 
working 
deposits on state- 
owned land. 
Kree use permits are issued di­ 
rectly to farm ers by the lands di­ 
vision of tlx* dep artm en t of 
con­ 
servation. after field inspection of 
the deposits by conservation of­ 
ficers. 
A dozen permits 
have 
been issued in Benzie county alone 
this spring arid permits have been 
issued also in Montmorency and 
Crawford counties. 
Payments by the 
agricultural 
ad ju stm e n t 
adm in istration 
for 
putting marl on land, as a 
soil 
conservation measure, are believ­ 
ed to have stimulated use of this 
lime product recently. 
Marl is a putty 
or chalk-like 
deposit precipitated in fresh water 
ponds and lakes from waters that 
have washed the calcium carbon­ 
ate out of soils of til** su r ro u n d ­ 
ing drainage basin. 
It is fairly 
generally distributed 
th roughout 
Michigan. 
From some dry deposits, 
marl 
is 
loaded directly 
into wagons 
and trucks with gasoline shovels. 
Where the material is taken from 
a lake, it is scraped from 
the 
bottom with a drag line, and pil­ 
ed on shore. 
Marl deposits vary greatly 
in 
purity and in the proportion of 
soluble calcium carbonate to the 
less soluahle m agnesium 
carbon­ 
ate. 
Sand and gravel also are taken 
from stat** lands under free use 
permits by governmental 
a g e n ­ 
cies, 
but commercial 
operators 
pay for leases to such deposits.

The ovum which grew into this 
little bunny was cooled while in 
its own m o th e r’s body and she lat­ 
er gave it normal birth. This event 
m arke d th** first time th a t science 
has accomplished virgin birth in

versify and X'assar 
college. 
Binous i3 the scientist who 
years 
ago startled the scientific 
world with the discovery that r a b ­ 
bits’ ova can he fertilized by ch em ­ 
ical irritation. 
Such things had previously been 
confined to lower animals, ot the 
worm rank, and it has been denied 
that virgin birth could be possible 
iii mammals. Dr. Bindis convinced

Barkley B i l l 
Offers Control of 
Pollution Hope 


Chicago— Representative 
K a rl 
E. Millicit (S.D.), who has waged 
a continuous fight to purify A m e r­ 
ica’s w aters since be went to th e 
V. S. House 
of Representatives 
two years ago. last night m a d e 
a critical analysis of pending fed ­ 
eral legislation 
before a 
la rg e 
b a nquet gathering held in 
con­ 
ju nction with 
the 18th A nnual 
National Izaak Walton League of 
America convention here. 
The Representative from South 
D akota weighed the Barkley hill, 
S. 685, as amended by Mundt, in 
the balance and found it 
not 
wanting. 
“ Tho bill as amended In 
an d 
passed by the House bas 
good 
and bad fea tures,” Mundt a d m i t ­ 
ted. “ But. on the whole is 
ex­ 
cellent. 
We asked for a loaf — 
we were offered a s to n e — hut we 
com prom ised for a few slices of 
bread.” 
“ It is m y belief th a t the bill as 
am ended offers about all that will 
he needed in the way of 
fpderaL 
legislation for the control of pol­ 
lution,” Mundt told the 
la rge 
group of conservationists g a t h e r ­ 
ed to liear his talk. 
"U n d e r th e te rm s of the bill, 
continued studies will be 
m a d e 
of existing sources of pollution, 
but no new* sources shall he dis­ 
charged until and unless approv­ 
ed by a Division of Pollution Con­ 
trol. set up by legislation.” 
"T h is will have th e effect 
of 
puttin g those denied the right to 
discharge pollutants on the si*!** 
of the conservationists.” 
Mundt 
believes. 
" T h o se 
who 
cannot 
discharge 
pollutants 
will 
be 
again st the old established firms 
that 
have 
been 
polluting 
th e 
waters of o u r country for yea rs— 
and thus, we conservationists xvii’ 
have at least some of the in d u s­ 
tries on o ur side in our fight to 
purify 
A m eric a’s 
ail-important 
waters.” 
M undt pointed 
out that "th*- 
common law, in most states, was 
sufficient to stop pollution, 
if 
invoked, and believed that 
the. 
sentiment created by the Barkle* 
hill would result in th at common 
law being invoked In m any 
in ­ 
stances.” 
"T h e 
am ended 
Barkley 
bill 
m a rk s th e first time Congress has 
declare dpollution to be contra ry 
to public policy.” Mundt 
said. 
"T he bill defines pollution as a 
public and common nuisance. 
It 
is a g rea t victory for conserva­ 
tion. a fte r a five-year fight 
for 
national 
legislation 
to control 
pollution 
headed 
by 
the Izaak 
Walton League and supported by 
h u n d red s of conservation and civ­ 
ic groups.” 
M undt stated t h a t all Indica­ 
tions pointed to passage of 
the 
hill as am ended by th e House. 
"T he Senate once passed a hill 
in troduced 
by Senator B ark le' 
which 
was m uch 
more drastic 
than the present one.” he pointed 
out. 
"However, 
if the a m en d ­ 
ment I added to tile Barkley bill 
should he killed by th e 
Senate, 
then th e hill becomes one of the 
most futile and inane pieces 
of 
legislation ever offered, and 
it 
will m e et with concerted opposi­ 
tion when again referred to 
the 
House." 
"I predict the House would de­ 
feat 
th e 
B arkley 
hill 
if th e 
prohibitions against new sources 
of 
pollution were 
deleted. 
It 
would be a foolish w aste of pu b ­ 
lic money to tax people for the 
study of the pollution 
problem. 
which Congress refuses 
to stop 
from steadily growing worse.” 
Dr. Preston Bradley, pastor of 
th e Peoples church, Chicago, one 
of th e original 54 organizers of 
th e Izaak Walton League, 
was 
toastm a ste r a t the banquet and 
gave historical account of its ac­ 
complishments.

Washington—Xot many people know it. 


but one factor which induced the President 
to favor the sale of latest model U. S. air- 
planes to the Allies was an economic re- 
port on Germany 
made

British economists. 


The report is extremely frank, and 
it 


shows that instead of beiug iu danger of 
starvation as in the last war, the new 


zi economy is geared so that Germany 


can withstand war for years. 


This, together with the recent naval and 


aviation reverses suffered by the British, 
has convinced both the White House and 
the State Department that the Allied situa- 
tion is extremely grave, and that as of to- 
day Hitler actually is the victor in Europe. 


What the British have not heretofore 


realized is that the German people for a 
generation have been geared to withstand 
privation. During the years of the Repub- 
ic, immediately after the World War, the 
oil of reparations and the scarcity of food 
cept the German people down to a war 
eve] 
of living. Further, in the six years of 


Siller's power they have been on food ra- 
tions, so that 
present 
wartime 
rations 


cause no unrest. 


—NAZI-COMMUNIST Sl'STEM— 


Even more important is the fact 
that 


under Nazi economy the great bulk of the 
people are working for the 
government. 


This applies, first, to the mass of 
petty 


Nazi officials, which has come to be enor- 
mous, and also to labor. For. German labor 
in reality works 
for 
the 
government, 


wages being standardized and factories be- 
ing strictly regulated, if not owned by the 
government. And the Nazi Government is 
extremely careful to see that labor does 
not get restless. 


The middle man or small shopkeeper 


also is dependent upon the government. 
He buys his raw materials or his goods at 
prices fixed by the Nazi officials. And if be 
fails on his notes, they are not taken up 
by the bank, which is government-controll- 
ed—though how the German banks 
are 


able to keep going is a mystery. 


In other words, the whole strategy 
of 


Hitler is to prevent business collapse and 
labor unrest—and so far he seems to have 
been completely successful. 


Furthermore, the 
British 
economists 


figure that German has raw materials 
available to keep going a long time. Dur- 
ing this war she can tap the rich, granar- 
ies of Hungary, Jugoslavia, and Rumania, 
to say nothing of Russia; also their ore 
and oil. 


And at present, Foreign Minister Von 


jRibbentrop is working on a gigantic eco- 
j nomic tie-up stretching all the -raj- to the 
"Pacific and including Italy, Japan 
and 


Russia.
